ring with radially inwardly facing drivers such that radial gaps are distributed between 
the driver ring and the ring body.

Tyken does not anticipate or render obvious the 
applicants' synchronization device, as ring (38') is not a driver ring having radially 
inwardly facing drivers for a friction ring.
